Defeated Candidates in Primary 
in Calloway County Bring Suit 
to Set Aside Election as Illegal 



Old Law and Order Night 
Rider Controversy (Jeta Into 
Court at Murray OrandJury 
and Reconnt TnavaillnR 



Murray. Ky.. Dec IS — (Special.) 
-Calloway county's primary fight 
not finished by a recount of 
votea, but suit haa l-een filed in cir- 
cuit court against the successful can- 
didate* and the former county com- 
mitteemen to set aside the primary 
on the ground of Illegal voting and 
failure to call the prlmaiy forty day* 
tsefore the date set. 

The plaintiffs are D. J. Alexander, 
who was defeated for county Judge 
by E. P. Phillips; J. K. Mather**, 
who was defeated for clr< olt clerk by 
Joseph l.anca*ic r . and W. A. Patter- 
who was defeated by Wabjer 
Holland for sheriff. A recount of the 
votes resulted In increasing tbe ma- 
jorities of the suc-e-.f,,; candidates, 
and a grand Jury Investigation Into 
alleged participation by Republicans 
In West Murray precinct resulted In 
indictments. A cousin or County 
Judge Wells waa presented on a 
Charge of contempt based on the 
(ement of a Juror, tenant of a de- 
reated candidate, tha' Welle bed ap- 
proached him and advised him not to 
vote Indictments. 

The truth Is, It seem*, that there 
waa a combination between Republi- 
cans and law anj order Democrat* to 
support the ticket, which won. Not 
all the def'-ated candidates were 
night rider sympathizers, but as in 
the case of the sheriff, Walter Hol- 
land was opposed by night riders be- 
cause he had been so active 
cutlng them. 

The Republicans have no show In 
general election In Calloway, and 
in order lo Insure the success of the 
law and order ticket, they paired off 
with Democrat* in the general elec- 
tkssj, voting for Bryan so a* to qnallfy 
for the primary. The primary result 
was close. »nd .fudge Cook Instructed 
the grand jury to take action wherv 
saVthat a Republican had 
voted In the primary, 
or this attempt and 
was held.

— North Christian farmers led 
In the revolt from the Planters' Pro- 
tective association at a meeting, 
which filled the court bouse, hut 
evening, when they organised tho 
Farmers' Mutual Tobacco association, 
a loose leaf pool. Former Sheriff 
I. "in K-. Dav h wa< e.ec'ed pr- 
and a committee was appointed to 
onvpk'to arrangement* for handling 
the tobacco. This does not mean the 
entire destruction of the association 
In Christian county, but the majority 
of the planters In the northern part 
ire In tho new organisation. 

They propose to handle their to- 
bacco In llopklnsvllle, If the people 
here are not afraid of night rider*. 
Otherwise they will handle It through 
Paducah or Louisville. It Is believed 
they will not be molested here. 

There are no night riders in this 
organisation. They adopted resolu- 
tions to tbe effect that the 
tlon officers are running tho 
for their own profits and salaries nnd 
not ror the farmers. They also de- 
clared they "would quit raisins; to- 
bacco before they would commit mur- 
der and burn property." 

It was proposed by some speakers 
that further parley be held with lh» 
Planters' Protective association, but. 
the fanners evidently came with their 
minds made up and they would not 
move rrom their concerted course. 

Lyon county planters In a move- 
ment, which is much larger than this 
and inc'.udec rome men suspected of 
night rider sympathies, have appoint- 
ed a committee to conrer farther 
with the association. Planters of 
Caldwell and Trigg county have not 
gone this far in their protest against 
association methods or handling to- 
bacco.

Washington. D. C, Dec. 15. — The 
8taidard Oil company will receive a 
haul Jolt when the new tariff bill Is 
framed. The ways and means com- 
mittee already has decided informal- 
ly that there shall be free trade in 
Oil. There has been no official de- 
cision to this effect, but Chairman 
Sereno E. Payne has a greed to the 
proposition, and the other ardent 
standpatters of the committee are 
willing. Representative Crumpack- 
er, a member of the committee, con- 
siders it a fo rgone conclusion that 
the Standard, the greatest of all 
trusts, will be deprived of Its tariff 
prop. 

There has been a good deal of 
misunderstanding as to the tariff 
benefit enjoyed by the Standard Oil 
company. % In reply to the charge 
that "the tariff is the mother ot 
tru-ts" political orators of the stand- 
pa' persuasion have been pointing to 
the oil trust.

the United Slates there shall bo 
levied autom.. rally a tariff on the 
same produr! coming from that 
country Into the United States equal 
in amount to the tariff ini|Mised by 
the foreign country. 

M> virtue of this provision the 
Standard Oil >ompany Is given a 
high wall of protection as against 
l.ussls, which is its leading convpe 
i lor in the oil business. Russia 
levied a tariff against American oil 
ai d Immediate v a tariff against Rus- 
sia oil became effective, equal In 
amount to the Russian tariff. 

Chairninii Payne's Flan. 

The plan of going after Slsndard 
<i i ompsny upose l by Chairman 
I'.yne. Mr. C impacker and others is 
lo add a phrase to the automatic 
provision of ibe Dlngley bill, so 
hanging It that it will not apply to 
oil. The effect of this would be to 
insure actual and not theoretical free 
trade in oil. 

While the profits of Standard OK 
w ill tbu !>.- . 'it dow ii the-.' is a 
likelihood that there will be a sen 
eral overhauling of some of the ex 
Isting ached u es. The tariff on hides 
Is likely to he abolished. There is 
a strong seniment In favor of wip- 
ing ou the tariff on lumber The 
tariff on leather will be materially re- 
duced and the woolen schedule will 
be pared. 

There Is r.o longer any doubt that 
the tariff on a steel and iron will un- 
dergo a severe surgical operation. 
Conservative members of the ways 
and means committee will not be 
surprised if the steel and Iron sched- 
ules are reduced one-ha'f. The evi- 
dence brounht out at the ways and 
means hea ings overwhelmingly indi- 
cates that lie high prices charged 
the man i'acturers of steed ks one 
of tberr most serious drawbacks. 
I m c Ran Materials. 

The oal <>ok In general Is for a re- 
faction all along the line In the 
prices ! raw materials that enter 
Into manufactures. Leading manu- 
facturers aJl over the country are 
leoniplainlng that while they have 
ihad more business during the last 
several years than they ever had 
before and have turned out more 
manufactured products, they have 
made less monwy because they have 
h;:d to pay such high prices for raw 
materials that their margin or profit 
hsa gone glimmering. 

The demand for free raw materials 
Is finding champions amotig members 
of congress who are strongly wedded 
to protection as a general proposi- 
tion. Senator Isaac Stephenson, of 
Wisconsin. Is one of these. He is 
one of the wealthiest men of his 
state, and has a control of a large 
number of industries. Including paper 
mills, etc. 

"Free raw materials," said he, 
"will go a long way toward opening 
the doors for small manufacturers 
once more to enter the markets, 
which, of late years, have been closed 
to them by reason of trust control 
of American sources of raw rasterlal. 
By the removal of the tariff on raw 
material neither the Investor nor 
the worker will be sdversely affect- 
ed and the trust will be deprived of 
their most powerful leverage — con- 
trol of the market for raw 
materials."

TELLS A SAD AND 
PATHBTIC STORY 



One of the greatest menaces to 
our moral and Intellectual well-being 
today te llss fact that cigarette-smok- 
ing bt becoming a popular fad among 
boys and young men, while tbe use 
of a strong pipe te a close second tn 
favor. Go where you will in this 
broad tend of ours, and the pale 
faces, blear eves, trembling fingers, 
and the foul stench of cigarette 
futeea tell the same pathetic story, 
Thte most' serious NSjht upon the, 
bloom and beauty of our American 
boyhood la chargeable to parental 
ignorance and carelessness. Kor the 
past eight years I have been tracing 
out tbe cigarette boy's biography 
and I have found Uiat in practically 
ail oaeoa the lad began his smoking 
ha bit clandestinely, at an early age. 
and with Mttle or no thought of its 
seriousness, while tbe fond parent* 
perhaps believe that their boy was 
too good to engage- la such a prac- 
tice.

But the serious nature, and even 
the cruelty, of this smoking habit 
imottg men Is at once apparent 
when we consider its Influence and 
effects upon boy's. I have tabulated

The 
younger the boy the worse the smok- 
ing hurt* him tn every way, for 
these lads almost Invariably Inhale 
the fumes; and that Is the most In- 
jurious part of the practtoe. Ac- 
■•ordlmr to Dr. Sims Woodhead. pro- 
fessor of pathology fn Cambridge 
university, cigarette-smoking in the 
ease of boys parUy paralyses the 
nerre cells at tbe base'of the brain 
and thus interferes with the breath- 
ing and the heart actlom 

The Injurious effects of smoking 
upon the boy's mental amtfvUles sjre 
very marked. Of the many hun- 
dreds of tsbutated caees In my pos- 
session, several of the very youthful 
ones have been reduced almost to the 
condition of Imbeciles. Out of 2.336 
who were attending public school, 
only six were reported "bright stu- 
dents." A very farw, perhaps ten. 
wars "average." aod all the remind- 
er were "poor" or "worthless 1 ' as 
students. The average grades of 
Afty smokers and fifty noo-smok-.- 
were computed from the records of 



one term's work done In the Kanmx 
Agricultural college, and the r»r- ; t« 
favored the latter group with a dif- 
ference of 17.6 per cent. The two 
groups represented the same class 
rank: that Is, the same number of 
seniors. Juniors. sophomor<-s and 
freshmen. 

The ordinary eigiUUtte-smoklBS] 
Htudent often has a very' peculiar «g- 
perlence In his effort to prepare his 
dally lessons, about as follows: Ha 
goes to his room In the evenlnsj 
with the full intention of studying 
and opens his text book, but a cer- 
tain feeling of nervous tineas m ^ 
soon leads his hands automatically 
to roll and light a cigarette. He 
indulges the habit a few minute 
when, presto, the lesson task which 
awhile ago k>oked serious and ur- 
gent now apVai* trfVal and unne, . 
essary, and he accordingly neglects 
it. He is now affable and compan- 
ionable, but the higher moral Judg- 
ments have lost their value to him 
and he Is moat ready to yield to the 
evil suggestion? of others. The par- 
tial brain paralysis resulting from 
the smoking makes the victim re- 
gard with In difference the most 
sacred promise he hoe ever made to 
any one. and he Is likely to violate 
It upon the slightest provocation. 

Parents must learn more about 
the nature of this InshMoua habit 
and prevent Ite being taken up. The 
following method* of prevention 
have been reported effective: (1> 
Berfln to talk to the boy as early as 
his sixth or seventh year about the 
matter an.1 make a strong appeal to 
his sense oi honor. Do not be too 



insistent and threaten to Inflict pua- 
ishmenta. but Indicate rather that 
you think him too worthy to take 
up such a practice (I) Offer to 



reward to be paid »he,i he becoi 
of age. provided BS continues bis 
total abstlneBre, and add to this the 
sentiment that he nn>.y then do as 
he pleases. Never B sk a boy tn 
pledge away In advance the years of 
his manhood.

l-ate in the sprieg of 1907 it waa 
| decided to tend the Atlantic fleet on 
a practice cruise to the Pacific. 
When th» purpose of giving this as- 1 
M-mblagc of 1C battleships such a 
practice cruise, under severe condi- 
tion*, was announced, he states, cri- 
ticism from high technical quarters 
was beard. The undertaking, it wus 
said, was too monumental; dangers 
more than multiplied with numbers 
In such a case; battleships should 
not be sent around the globe on any 
ordinary occasion; the skeletons ot 
some of them would doubtless be 
left In the Straits of Magellan; and. 
It the ships should round South 
America, they would, one by one. ar- 
rive with machineries loose and un- 
serviceable, and with crews reflecting 
the condition of the material. 

The facts are, Secretary Metcalf 
says, that the ships maintained 
schedule time, and have practically 
taken care of their own repairs on 
this cruise. The repairs list sent In 
at the naval station. Cavlte P. I . 
have just been received, and are 
significant. They show that after 
the voyage to the distant borders of 
the Pacific, the needed repairs are 
negligible. The performance of the 
Oregon in 18*8 has, It seems, been 
UubsUntlally repeated.
